Did Parking 
Lot Work Defy 
Meeting Vote?

The recent asphalt restriping and 
return of parking meters at the Old 
Andover Village parking lot caused 
a little overtime at a Board of Select- 
men’s work session Monday night. 

Selectman Gail Ralston said the 
work defied Andover voters who 
turned down 2 $150,000 parking 
package at last year’s Town Meeting 
that included parking meters for the 
downtown shopping district. 

“This article funds additional 
parking meters, the restriping of the 
Olde Andover Village lot, a compre- 
hensive sign system and additional 
personnel for enforcement of park- 
ing regulations,’’ read the 1988 arti- 
cle. 

In allowing meter installation, 
‘“‘we’re assuming (town voters) real- 
ly didn’t mean the meters’ at Olde 
Andover Village, said Ralston. 

The selectmen were backpedaling, 
trying to decide whether the article 
was misinterpreted by Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony when the

ly harmful levels, Everett Penney, 
director of public health said. 

Penney stressed it would take a 
lifetime of exposure for health risks 
associated with the gas, such as lung 
cancer, to develop. ‘‘There is no im- 
mediate health hazard here,’’ he 
said. 

After testing at 8.6 and 6.9 pCi/I in 
November, the Chandler station reg- 
istered at 4.4 and 8.6 earlier this 
month. The federal Environmental 
Protection Agency regards pCi/] be- 
tween 20 and 200 as dangerous with 
lifetime exposure at those levels 
akin to between that of a two pack-a- 
day cigarette smoker and someone 
more than 60 times non-smoker risk. 

At the level tested at Chandler, the 
EPA recommends continued testing 
and action within ‘“‘a few years”’ if 
levels are on the high end of a 4 to 20 
pCi/l scale, according to an EPA 
handbook. 

To solve the problem at 
Shawsheen, which was at 15 in No- 
vember, school officials simply turn 
on a fan for about 10 to 15 minutes 
each day. Recent tests show the 
school at 1.0 and 2.1 in different 
areas. 

‘‘We’re particularly relieved 
about Shawsheen because of the 
children,” said Penney. 

Similar measures were taken at 
the Bailardvale fire station, where 
improved ventilation dropped radon 
levels from 14 to 10.

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Lincoln Reception Sunday 


How did the boots Abraham Lincoln 
wore the night he was assassinated come 
to Boston’s North Shore as the property of 
an old Andover family? 

Local historian Robert Marcotte will 
answer this question at a program pre- 
sented by the Andover Historical Society 
on Sunday, Feb. 5, at 2 p.m. The public is 
invited to the event which will also fea- 
ture a welcoming reception for new mem- 
bers. There is a nominal fee for non- 
members. 

The talk and reception are offered by 
the Andover Historical Society to honor 
the Feb. 12 birthday of the man many 
consider to be America’s greatest presi- 
dent. The facts of Lincoln’s life are em- 
bedded in America’s heart—his birth on 
the western frontier, his rise from pover- 
ty to suecess as an Illinois lawyer, the 
great debates with Stephen Douglas in the 
1860 presidential campaign, his tragic 
personal life, including a difficult mar- 
riage and the deaths of several young 
sons, and most importantly, his wise and 
steady leadership of the country during 


its greatest cataclysm, abruptly ended by 
an assassin’s deadly shot on April 14, 
1865. 


The boots Lincoln wore that night, 
along with other relics associated with 
the president, came into the care of the 
Hatch family of Lynn where they re- 
mained for more than 80 years. They 
have since been donated to the museum 
at Ford’s Theatre, where Lincoln and his 
wife were watching a performance of Our 
American Cousin at the time of the assas- 
sination. 

The Hatch family has Andover roots 
going back to 1808. Several members of 
the family served in the Civil War. Enoch 
Hatch paid the ultimate price at the bat- 
tle of Petersbury in 1864 and his brother, 
George, in the same company, was 
wounded at Cold Harbor. Lewis Hatch 
was wounded at Spottsylvania that same 
year and died in 1866. The genealogy of 
the Hatch family, like that of many other 
Andover families, was compiied by Char- 
lotte Helen Abbot, an Andover teacher 
who died in 1921.

provide information on tax law and IRS 
procedures to the public. 

His ability and expertise enables him to 
be assigned to taxpayers whose questions 
are particularly complex.

All of you who are recycling paper have 
saved the town $15,208.20 in the last two 
months; 119.73 tons of paper were col- 
lected in November; 121.67 tons in De- 
cember. Multiply the tons by the tipping 
fee that would have been paid if the paper 
had gone into your trash and you have the 
$15,208.20. 

Have any of you been checking your 
neighborhoods for recyclers? I walked 
around a block that has 50 houses the oth- 
er day and am very pleased to report that 
30 had paper out to be recycled. I don’t 
know whether we have reached more 
than 50 percent in all of Andover. What 
about the new streets? How is West And- 
over doing? And Shawsheen? 

I have also noticed some misunder- 
standings about what can be recycled at 
curbside. On the last recycling day I saw 
plastic bottles alongside the paper and 
open boxes with just plastic containers in 
them. Unfortunately, the paper pick-up 
contractor cannot take plastic. Every- 
thing in his truck goes to a paperboard 
factory and we can’t afford another truck 
to collect plastic. 


But, we are recycling plastic. Bring it 
to the glass and plastic bin at the Town 
Office parking lot Feb. 18. There, along 
with glass, it can be saved from the incin- 
erator and eventually turned into some 
useful product. I have been writing about 
the MRF's. When we can make arrange- 
ments for that, then all recyclables can 
go out at the curb every other week or 
maybe even each week. Lexington does, 
Springfield and surrounding towns will 
soon. 

Have you asked the candidates for Se- 
lectman when they will improve And- 
over’s recycling program? Seems like a 
good issue to focus on. We know it saves 
money and more can be done locally, like 
composting and collecting Christmas 
trees. Will Andover be ready next year? 
Wouldn’t a permanent bin for the collec- 
tion of glass and plastic be helpful? Many 
people find 10-2 on the third Saturday of 
the month hard to remember or hard to 
get to. We of Andover Recycling have 
asked for these things. Maybe you can 
help us.

A special assembly at West Middle 
School will help ring in the Chinese new 
year on Feb. 9. 

Largely due to the help from the And- 
over Chinese Cultural Exchange, a group 
of children from Andover and Lexington 
will perform various Chinese folk dances 
under the direction of Jade Lin. A cere- 
monial symbolic dance for chasing away 
the evil spirits and bringing good fortune, 
the dragon dance, accompanied by a 
rhythmic drumbeat, will be performed by 
West Middle students. 

Other Andover students will give a ka- 
rate demonstration, under the instruction 
of Evan Pantazi of the North Andover Ka- 
rate and Martial Arts School. Debbie Wu, 
an Andover High School student, will play 
Chinese music on the piano. 

The upcoming Chinese lunar calendar 
year is 4687, the year of the snake which 
comes every 12 years (1917, 1929, 1941 and 
so on). People born under this sign are 
considered rich in wisdom and charm. 
They are deep thinkers and their intuition 
often guides them well. 

The holiday signifies a time of renewal 
and all debts must be paid before the old 
year ends. Celebrations in the past were 
traditionally held for one month. Through 
decades of cultural changes, the holiday 
is now observed between five to ten days. 

The food eaten during the celebration 
festival holds great importance. A big 
family dinner is usually served on New 
Year’s eve, followed by a special feast on 
New Year’s day. All preparations must

In many traditional households this is a 
meatless day, because eating an assort- 
ment of vegetables not only symbolizes 
the purification of oneself, but also signi- 
fies respect for Buddha. Meat and vegeta- 
ble-filled dumplings are usually made by 
the whole family. A coin or piece of candy 
is stuck into one of the dumplings. The 
person who picks this special dumpling 
wil have good luck and prosperity 
throughout the new year. 

The other days are celebrated by feast- 
ing and visiting relatives and friends. 
Oranges and tangerines are given for 
good luck and good health. Elders give 
‘hung bow,’ red envelope s with money in 
them, to children for good luck. 

Besides cleaning houses and preparing 
special foods which signify good luck and 
respect for ancestors, another important 
holiday ritual is the pasting of fresh red 
paper with characters symbolizing happi- 
ness, wealth, good fortune and longevity 
on doors. Paper lanterns are hung every- 
where. 

Special flowers, such as the plum, are 
popular because they are respected by 
the Chinese for their ability to thrive dur- 
ing a harsh, winter environment.

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Two Methuen teenagers were ar- 
raigned in Lawrence District Court 
Tuesday for robbing the Andover 
Bank on River Road at gunpoint last 
week. 

Standing impassively before 
Judge Kevin Herlihy, Michael Cos- 
tello, 18, and John T. Robillard, 17, 
were charged with armed robbery 
while masked and using unregis- 
tered guns. The pair will face a supe- 
rior court grand jury by March 7. 

Costello, a Methuen High student, 
and Robillard, an honors student at 
Central Catholic High, were ar- 
rested Saturday morning by And- 
over detectives at Logan Airport as 
they attempted to board a 6:30 a.m. 
flight to Mexico—less than 24 hours 
after they fled the River Road bank 
with over $4,000. 

“They said they were sick of living 
in the area and wanted to leave per- 
manently,” said Detective Kevin 
Winters, who headed the investiga- 
tion. 

The two youths gave no other rea- 
son for pulling the bank job, said 
Winters. Both have made full confes- 
sions to police, he said. 

Although they made several mis-

takes that led to their arrests, And- 
over police say the teenagers would 
be in Mexico if not for a little luck, a 
great deal of cooperation within the 
department and a helping hand from 
two Methuen detectives. 

“If it wasn’t for (Methuen detec- 
tives) William Simone and Dick 
Grant, these kids would be gone,” 
said Andover detective David Grant, 
twin brother to the Methuen investi- 
gator. 

Grant also lauded the Andover 
force for what he called “complete 
cooperation down the line, no matter 
how small the job was.”’ 

Police were called to Andover 
Bank shortly after 2 p.m. on Friday. 

According to manager Linda Cot- 
tone, two masked men had walked 
into the bank, pointed their guns at 
employees and told everyone to stay 
quiet. No customers were at the 
counter at the time. 

While one gunman, later identified 
by police as Costello, covered the 
workers with a sawed-off .22 rifle 
while the other man, armed with a 
revolver that turned out to be a pel- 
let gun, jumped over the counter and 
pulled cash from the teller drawers. 


Last Of Historic Andover Barns 
Destroyed By Early Morning Fire

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Two Methuen Youths Arraigned In

“I was scared by the fact they 
were young and you just don’t know 
what’s going on in their minds,” said 
Cottone. 

As they were leaving, one man, al- 
legedly Robillard, told bank employ- 
ees to ‘‘Have a nice day.”’ 

“Tt was all very quick. Although it 
seemed like a half hour, the whole 
thing only took about a minute,” 
said Cottone. 

The two gunmen had already 
made their first mistake, taking a 
red dye packet disguised as a packet 
of money, along with the $4,438 in 
cash. 

About a minute after leaving the 
bank, the packet exploded, splashing 
red dye on the getaway car’s win- 
dows and staining most of the mon- 
ey. 

The pair then abandoned the white 
1977 Chrysler allegedly given to 
Costello, on the street along Brun- 
drett Avenue about one-half mile 
from the bank. Police say they left 
the area in Robillard’s 1978 Buick 
Century. 

Patrolman Ron Haggerty found 
the Chrysler with the guns and

The minute Fire Deputy James Lynch got to the 
scene of the fire, he saw a disaster waiting to happen. 

Early Sunday morning, the huge, 70-year-old New 
England barn on Argilla Road was engulfed in 
flames, resembling a roman candle of monstrous pro- 
portions. Worse, a strong wind was whipping through 
the area, sending burning embers throughout the 
area to threaten nearby homes. 

“I saw that we needed help almost immedi- 
ately...you could see the blaze for miles,”’ said Lynch, 
who called a three alarm fire about 12:30 a.m., mobi- 
lizing all off-duty Andover firemen and firefighters 
from Lawrence, North Andover, North Reading and 
Tewksbury; a force of almost 100. 

Wetting roofs and vegetation, firefighters were 
able to contain the fire. Other than cleanup costs, no 
losses or damage to surrounding buildings were re- 
ported. 

‘We were very lucky,” said Lynch. 

Local and state fire authorities are investigating, 
but so far haven’t found what sparked the blaze. 

Old barns are particularly vulnerable because, 
“they're so dry, they go up very quickly,” said 
Lynch. 

Owners Raymond and Kay Ruggiero were out of 
town, but neighbors, most dressed in their night- 
clothes and a coat, watched the barn burn out of con- 
trol. 


for sale at the time of the fire. 


At one point, several loud explosions were heard. 
Lynch hypothosized that some small cans of gas may 
have exploded. 

The barn was a veritable storehouse, said Lynch, 
containing everything from a $5,000 tractor to garden 
equipment and truck tires. 

The Andover deputy estimated damages at 
$150,000. 

However, the town also lost a one-of-a-kind histori- 
cal landmark, said Barbara Thibault, education cu- 
rator of the Andover Historical Society. 

“This was the last barn of the American Woolen Co. 
farms,” said Thibault, ‘It is certainly a loss for the 
historical community in Andover.” 

William Wood, president of American Woolen, the 
largest U.S. textile manufacturer in the early 1900s, 
is best known as the man who built Shawsheen Vil- 
lage—the first self-contained, planned community in 
America. 

“Along with his development of Shawsheen Village, 
Wood put together a lot of farmland and built barns to 
provide dairy products for the community,” said Thi- 
bault.‘‘This was the last of those barns.” 

The barn was used for dairy farming until the 
1950s, she said. Afterwards, it held retired race 
horses until about six years ago. 

Since then, it has been a storage facility and was up 


Outstanding 
Work Orders 
Reviewed

A long awaited update on the con- 
dition of outstanding work orders in 
the schools was presented to the 
School Committee Francis L. Paul, 
assistant superintendent of opera- 
tions, at the committee’s Jan. 24 
meeting. 

As of Dec. 12, there were still 197 
outstanding work orders. Paul told 
the committee progress has been 
made, but the underlying problem, a 
lack of communication within the 
maintenance system, remains. This 
problem was the main topic the 
committee and Paul discussed. 

A new computer program was im- 
plemented last week. Paul said he 
hopes once the open work order data 
has been entered, a monthly printout 
will be availale. He says the system 
should be completely operational in 
two to three weeks and that it will 
help track the orders. 

The committee was hopeful that 
the new system would help, but a 
skeptical Donald Robb, the commit- 
tee chairman, said, ‘‘We’ve seen and 
heard this all before.” 

When a work order is submitted it 
goes through a chain of command, 
and it is here, says Paul, where the 
communication breakdown begins. 

From the person who requests the 
work, the paperwork follows a trail 
through the hierarchy of custodians 
and maintenance workers to the 
school principal, who must sign the 
work order. 

“There is a responsibility on my 
part to get much more involved,” 
Paul told the committee. 


New Bus 
Service 
Delayed 


Scheduled to begin a bus operation 
this week, the Trombly Motor Coach 
company was stalled when the State 
Department of Public Utilities de- 
clined to issue the firm a license. 

Merrimac Transportation, al- 
though they lost a $200,000 state sub- 
sidy recently, will continue to run 
the Merrimack Valley to Boston 
commuter line. 

The two bus companies were pre- 
pared to compete directly, sending 
buses to the same stop on the same 
schedules, but the DPU intervened, 
indicating they would only license 
Merrimac unless the Everett-based

Time To Get Moving 


While it may be proper to sympathize with 
neighbors of the Abbot Academy property who 
have been somewhat opposed to renovations 
there, it would appear that the time has arrived 
to get the project moving. 

The proposal by Phillips Academy to renovate 
‘the property into residential units, offices and a 
child care center, was scheduled to come before 
the zoning bord of appeals tonight. But, since the 
matter was reviewed by the planning board a 
week ago and no decisions given by that group, it 
has been decided to postpone the request for a 
special permit until next month by the ZBA. 


At that hearing it can be anticipated that resi- 
dents of School and Phillips Streets will once 
again be before the town urging that the plans be 
changed to relocate some of the proposed parking 
areas and also to express concerns for increased 
“traffic. 


All of these concerns have been heard previous- 
ly and addressed by academy officials, architects 
and designers working on the conversion of the 
property. 

Too, these same concerns were addressed al- 
most a year ago when the annual town meeting 
gave its approval for the overall project. 

The total conversion of the property would not 
appear to fall into the category of an unsightly 
Mess as s*™e neighbors are contending. 


Persons occupying the residential units which 
will become available through conversion of 
Draper Hall, indeed have a right to reasonable 
access to their vehicle, which in the plan as pre- 
sented to town planners last week will be visible 
from Abbot Street. Some neighbors wanted the 
parking facilities further north to avoid ‘a blight,’ 
on the neighborhood. 

As for traffic, there will be a moderate in- 
crease in the number of vehicles using roads in 
the area. This is to be anticipated through the 
increased number of residential units in the area 
and the use of office facilities. The day care cen- 
ter would not have any more effect on the traffic 
density than at present. 

There will be some one-way street patterns de- 
signed to relieve some of the traffic problems and 
congestion and improved lighting is also planned. 

Basically, the plan remains as the best use of a 
valuable piece of Andover property, historic in 
nature and destined to remain so as it becomes a 
part of the municipal tax roles. 

It would be in the best interests of the commu- 
nity to get the project moving and eliminate the 
delaying tactics which are currently prevalent 
among the neighbors of the project. 

As concerned as they might be about the prop- 
erty next door, it would seem to be in the best 
interests of the town to get the overall project 
moving ahead as approved almost a year ago.

On SHED 
Program 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing this letter in response to 
the article in last week’s TOWNSMAN 
specifically to clarify several errors that 
were stated therein concerning the 
Shawsheen Extended Day (SHED) Pro- 
gram and its relocation effort. 

Last year the SHED program was noti- 
fied by the School Committee that it 
might not have its present space in the 
Shawsheen School. Because this didn’t 
leave enough time for SHED to relocate, . 
the School Committee granted us a one- 
year reprieve to explore our options. Be- 
fore I outline our conclusions, I want to 
provide some background information. 

The Shawsheen Extended Day Pro- 
gram was designed as an enrichment pro- 
gram offering child care to Andover 
families with children enrolled in the kin- 
dergarten program at the Early Child- 
hood Center at Shawsheen School. The 
town of Andover, through the Department 
of Community Services, provided the 
Start-up funds with the agreement that 
the program would repay the funds within 
one year and would, at that time, become 
a non-profit corporation. Although the 
town’s ties were severed, DCS has re- 
mained advisor to the program. 

Since the inception, SHED has paid to 
the school an amount of money in lieu of a 
fixed rent which is adjusted annually. 
SHED has also made significant dona- 
tions to the school: the large climbing 
structure on the playground, two of the 
smaller play pieces and the renovation of 
the two bathrooms on the lower level of 
the school. SHED has been entirely self 
Supporting, funded by parent fees which 
have been kept to an absolute minimum. 

Having the SHED program located at 
the Shawsheen School has had two ex- 
tremely important benefits. The first ben- 
efit is to the child. Not having to be 
transported to and from a child care pro- 
gram relieves a great amount of stress 
which children feel when their environ- 
ment is constantly changing. Also, having 
the program situated at the Early Child- 
hood Center allows for an ongoing inter- 
action between the kindergarten teachers 
and the SHED staff. Coordinating disci- 
pline procedures and expectations for a 
particular child are vital to the child’s ad- 
justment to school and to his sense of ac- 
complishment and well being. 

The second major benefit is to the par- 
ent. Having the program on site has af- 
forded the parents a feeling of security 
and peace of mind knowing that their 
child is not being transported to another 
location. This helps them better handle 
their parenting stresses and has allowed 
them to better perform their jobs.

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The obvious conclusion is that the 
SHED program should be located at the 
Shawsheen School. If there is no space 
within the building, then the solution is to 
purchase relocatable structures which 
can be placed on the school premises. Al- 
though all of the questions are not an- 
swered as yet, a few basic points are very 
clear: 

1. A warrant article will be presented at 
the April Town Meeting asking that the 
town provide funds to be paid back by 
SHED. 

2. The relocatable structure would not 
be attached to the Shawsheen School and 
would have separate utility connections 
which would be paid for by SHED. 

3. Relocatable structures have come a 
long way from the metal, quonset huts of 
old. They are structurally sound, well 
built units which have a variety of facia, 
window and roof options to enhance their 
outer appearance. 

A group of concerned Andover parents 
have organized a Save Our SHED 
(S.0.S.) committee which will focus on 
the various issues and questions in order 
to bring a well formulated plan to the 
School Committee and the Town Meeting.

They pulled back into solid contention 
for the team’ second straight Eastern 
Mass. Tournament berth by getting back 
to basics. 

“T think our loss to Tewksbury (Jan. 13) 
shook us up a little,’ said coach George 
Sullivan. “It gave the girls a bit of a jolt, 
showing them you have to be intense and 
mentally prepared from the start in every 
game.” 

The revitalized Warriors, who had lost 
three of the previous four starts, im- 
proved to 6-4 in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference and 8-4 overall following the 
double triumph.

tributing. In the past if we used six or 
seven in a game it was big’ time. I’ve nev- 
er had this kind of depth at Andover. 
“This group fits my mold of an Andover 
basketball team,” continued the sixth- 
year coach.
